Serious publig-opinion in France is much 
moved by the publication of figares showing 
that the increase in population for last year. is - 
lower than ever before, and the main statistics 
fornished by M. Bertillon are given in to- 
day’sissue by our Paris Correspondent. The 
term “depopulation” is very commonly used 
bat itis hardly correct since the population 
is not absolately decreasing,. bat remaining 
stationary. Bight handred tHousand children 
were born in 19)4: Each year ‘since the war 
there has been a. regalar retrogression. The 
figures were higher in 1903 than in 1904, 


Jiand higher again in 1902 than in ‘1903. Im. 


mediately after the war, the births averaged 
960,000 ; to-day the figures are 818,000, or 
142,000 ‘lesa. There is no reason to suppose 
that the family spirit is awakening in France ; 
therefore, in another thirty years, the 800, 000 
‘will have shrank by another 150,C00. The 
death-rate has slightly increaséd, but is not 
in any sense abnormal. It represents 761,000 


-Jin place of 753,000 last year. Congeanently 


the insignificant margin of 57,000 separates 
the coming France from the departing ste 
the births from the deaths. 

The importance of such figares is always 
relative. What are'the vital statistics ot the 
neighbours ot Franca? In 1903, the last 
figures available, England had overa million . 
births. That represents a net increase of 
population ‘of halfa-million ; that-is to say, 
ten times the figure of Frange. From a po- 
litical sense, greater importance attaches to 
the tables of Germany.. The land of the 
Kaiser has increased ‘by 800,000. inhabitants, 
so that in two years she could - people Al- 
s3ce-Loraine with a new population. The énor- 
mous progress made by Germany in the 
numbers of her people stands revealed when 
one takes a general look at the statistics 
for the last fifty years. In 1850, France and 
Germany had a population that was prac- 
tically equal, say thirty-five millions. To-day 
the one is thirty-eight or thirty-nine millions, 
the other sixty millions. These are very sig- 
nificant’ figares, upon which it’ is impossible 
not to raminate. ‘This difference in popula-’. 
tion accounts for a great deal. It explains 
the necessity of German expansion; the 
restless desire for fresh ficlds and-pastures’ 
oew ;. it explains, also, the other sido ‘of 
the shield ; the recent “frousge” that: France 
bad when the War Lord lifted op his sword in 
tha direction of the Vosges. 

It is obvious that France can never become 
a real colonising Power witha “new popu- 
lation” that.is diminishing. These things 
aro well understosd by enlightened public 
opinion, but, unfortunately, no one has 
been able to suggest a scientific. remedy. M.° 
Piot, the wall known Senator, labours in sea- 
son and ont of season preaching the gospel 
of large families, but no-one pays attention 
except to send the good man a shower of 
comic cards at the New Year. Bat his re- 
medies, such as they are—bonnses for the 
fathers of large families and medals for 
mothers—can but touch the fringe of the 
question. ‘The real reason is not economic 
(thongh, of course, the division of property 
«amongst the children under French Jaw has 
something to-do with it); .it “goes much 
deeper than that. - 

Civilisation—if that is the right name for 
it, or, at least, the knowledge. of good and 
evil— has reached a point in France unattained 
by any -other nation. Doctrines toaching upon 
the limitation of population are openly dis- 
oussed, and the child is not brought into 
the world unless there is.at least pewter 
apoon. in its mouth. It is the excess of thrift,

The action brought by M. Poutrel against 
the Hon. A. J. Davey for wrongfal dismissal 
came before Judge Herzbruch yesterday morn- 
ing, as was briefly announced yesterday. The 
other members of the Court were Judges 
Vaequez and Goracuchi, Fuad Bey Gress, and 
Youssef Bey Aziz. The defence was opened by 
Me. Carton de Wiart, who pleaded with 
great eloqcence and vigour. After declaring 
that M. Pontrel’s action was inspired by 
rersonal alice, ho described the proceed- 
ings «f the plaintiff ag onfair and disloyal 
throughout. M. Poutrel, after a violent per- 
soval attack on ths plaintiff in the colamna 
of the local Press, had ‘eft the country, in the 
poesession of documents that he } ad secured 
in the most unjostifiable manner, witbont 
daring to prove bis allegations peraonally., As 
for his dismissal, that was the act not of the 
Hon. A. J. Davey, bat of ths company’s acting 
manager obeying the orders of his board. 

Tarning to M. Poutrel’s conduct, Me, Car- 
ton de Wiart pointed out that if the employés 
of. the Sucreries Company had lied to tbe 


the instructions of MM. Poutrel and Nini. 
Ever since 1901 detendant bad complained 
that no communications had been made to bim 
directly, and it was a striking -fact that none 
of the bills, acceptances, etc., that M. Poutrel 
concealed bore defendant's signature. That 
M. Poutre! had kept the’ Hon. A. J. Davey in 
the dark was abundantly proved by certain 
letters and documents which were ‘read in 
Conrt, while his condact in destroying copies 
of nomerous letters was most suspicions. The 
late M. de la Bonglise, in a letter written five 
days before his death, declared that even be 
did not know why ths 18,000,000 fr. of the 
Cronier b‘lls had been accepted.’ No one knew 
fally but Nirci, Poutrel, and Cronier what 
wes coing or, and defendant.and othor mem- 
bers of the board had been victimised. 

Me Guilhaumon replied on the same lines 
as thore which be followed in his speech on 
Tuesday last. The Hon.: A. J. Davey’s igno- 
rance was assomed—a pose, in fact—and if he 
had realised a single fact he must have realis- 
ed the whole aituation.. His failure was 
due either to, complete ignorance or to the 
fact that he wilfally closed his eyes to facts, 
Tho eviderce supported the latter alternative, 
and that being so defendant had no right 
whatever to dismiss M. Pontrel. In the course. 
of a qnestion to counsel for the plaintiff, Me. 
Carton ce Wiart made the remark that if 
M. Postrel returned to Ezypt he would have 
him arrested within 24 hours. Me. Gailhan- 
mon replied that he would bresk the news to 
his client, and shortly afterwards, at 11 am., 
the Court rose.

THE BLUE NILE. 


MR. BLUNDBLL’S EXPLORATION. 


Mr. Weld Blundell, the explorer, who has 
retarned from, his expedition of sightzen 
months in Abyasinia, has given some interes*- 
ing particulars of his journey to a Reater’s 
representative. The objects of the journey 
were to survey the bavin on the south side cf 
the Blue Nile, and to visit its unknown aource, 
also.to study the tribes and featares of tho 
country to the sonth. In relating his expe- 
riences, Mr. Weld Blandall said :— 

“One of the moat interesting journeys was 
to the islands in Lake Zwai, which are snppos- 
ed to be the repositories of the old sacred 
books of the Abyssinian kings. On reaching 
this spot I found that most of tha old books 
had been removed by Menelik, and lodged in 
tha capital ; a certain nomber of old works, 
however, remained; and on one of the islands 
I visited what was, perhaps, the oldest charch 
in the ‘country. Here I foand an old Aby. - 
sinian, known as the King of the Islands, who 
traces his descent back for fifteen ganerations.” 

Mr, Weld Blundell spent nearly five months 
in the Abyssinian capital as the guest of Sir 
John Harrington, the British Minister, and 
was received on several occasions by the 
Emperor. While in Adis Abeba he spent much 
time in investigating the manuscripts and 
chronicles of the palace, and among the 
charvhes. In this he was greatly assisted by 
the Emperor, who displayed much interest in 
Mr. Blundell’s work. Ho was aleo able to 
secure a manuscript of great interest rolating 

‘to the history of King Theodore and his 
struggle with the British. 

Speaking of affairs in the capital, Mr. Weld 
Blundell said the chief topic of interest was 
the’question of the dispute over the railway ; 
indeed, ti eet and that of the new 
Abyssinian k were matters in which the 
Emperor takes the keenest interest. Menelik 
has’ expressed his intention ot coming to 
England when the railway is bailt. He is 
particularly keen on the importation of machir.- 
ery into his country. He is effecting consi- 
derable improvements‘in his capital, and has 
imported traction engines and steam rollers 
from England, which he is employing in the 
construction of new roads. Adis Abeba is now 
connected by telegraph with Massowah,Dj bonti, 
aud Menelik’s tertitories on the south-west. 
An important feature of life in the Abyssinian 
capital. is the enormous banquets which are 
held twice a week in the banqueting hall of 
the palace, at which batches , of 8,000 soldiers 
are fed-on raw meat, bread, and fej, an Abys- 
sinian drink made from honey. 

Speaking of the Emperor Menelik, Mr. 
Blundell said :—‘Menelik, whom I found 
“most cordial ead polite, has undoubtedly more 
confidence in British policy than in that of 
any other coantry. This iz due to the con- 
sistently straightforward and friendly attitude 
of Sir John Harrington, whose opinions have 
the greatest weight with the Emperor.” 


OBITUARY. 


M. A. RAMBAUD. 


M. A. Ramband, at one time French Consal- 
General in Egypt, -whose name figures promi- 
nently in the controversy between Lord Cromer 
and.Lord Eimond Fitzmaarice concsroing the 
instractions for Gordon’s last fatal mission to 
the Sudan, has just died in’ France, after 
several years of illness borne with remarkable 
fortitade. M. Rambaud, who had had a bril- 
liant academic career, had won distinction as an 
historian before being called upon by M. Jales 
Ferry to take an active part in French’ party 
politics. Ho was always an ardently Progres- 
sist Republican, and devoted his last energies 
to the service of the cause.

DERIVATION OF THE WORD 
“GALLABIEH. _ 


To Tue Epiror or tHe Eayprran Gazette. 

Sir,— There is no subject perhaps on which 
it is less safe to dogmatise than doubtful de- 
rivations, bat I am irclined to think that 
“Inquirer's” derivation of the word ‘'gallabieh” 
from the Greek “kolobion” is not at least the 
most obvions derivation of the word. 

His Excellency Yacoub Artin Pasha, in his 
recent work "Contribution & l’Etude du Blason 
en Orient”, Chapter VI., page 78, atates : 

“La plas grande généralité des hommes da 
bas peuple et souvent les femmes aussi, appar- 
tenant & la religion Musulmane, s’habillent 
d’une longce chemise anx manches étroites, 
coupée tout droit de haut en bas et n’ayant 
qu’une ouvertire pour passer Is téte, sans 
boutons ni agrafes. Cette sorte de blouse s’ap- 
pelle actuellement gallabieh. 

‘Da mot “gallab” qui veut dire “marchand 
importateur” et par restriction “marchand 
d’esclaves”. Gallabieh: aurait dono voulu dire 
chemise d’esclavage, mais de nos jours il n'est 
attaché aucune idée de ce genre & cet habille- 
ment qui est celui de Is grande masse du peaple 
dans les grandes villes comme & Ja campagne, & 
moins que dés l’origine ce mot n’ait eu le sens 
d’étranger, costume d'étranger on costume im- 
porté par les marchands importatenrs. 

M. J. K. Hoysmans, dans Sainte Lydwine 
de Sesidam, p. 87, emploiele mot “esclavine” 
pour désigner un costume da moyen 4ze “une 
sorte de honsse grisea dont on _habillait les 
Iépreux pour les désigner au public” Ce mot 
d'esclavine aurait le méme sens absoloment 
que le mot Egyptien Arabe te gallabieh (habil- 
lement d’esclave) comme nous |’avons dit.” 

It.is of course no uncommon feature in 
etymology for words imported from a foreign 
language to be transformed eo as to give them 
a native and homely appearance, as witness 
anch names as Ltotten Row (Route da Roi), 
Birdcage .Walk (Bocage Walk), Jerusalem 
artichoke (from the Italian “girasolo,” a sun- 
flower), etc, but in the caso of the word 
“gallsbieh” it scarcely seams necessary to 
hant for.a distant and foreign origin when 
sach an obvious indigenous derivation is 
available. 

The Arabic verb “galaba” means to gather 
or asgemble from all sides, and became espe- 
cially applied to the practice of slave dealers 
in gathering slaves. Lane, in his standard 
dictionary, places the noun “gilbab” (not 

“galbab” as “Inquirer” uses) under the root 
“‘galaba,” so itrather looks as though “Inqairer” 
had in this case found “mare's nest.”

EGYPTOLUGICAL NOTES. 


OXYRHYNCHUS EXCAVATIONS. 


An interesting account of the highly im- 
portant discoveries made during last season's 
excavations at Oxyrhynchus was given by Dr. 
Grepfall at the recent meeting of the Egypt 
Exploration Fund, Drs. Grenfell and Hant dog 
in the usual way for nearly foar months and 
finished the northern part of the site, meeting 
with considerable success; in fact, on some 
occasions the stream of papyri became quite a 


torrent, recalling the palmy days of their | 


first excavations in 19897. ‘The  papyri 
mainly belonged to the first four centories 
of the Christian era, with “some admixtare 
of both earlier and later ones, including 
a! certain number of Hebrew and Syriac 
feagments which, since they could not be later 
than the fifthcentury, badymach palwogra- 
. phical valae. Among the most important of the 
new classical pieces were some tragic frag- 
ments, perhaps belonging to the Z'yro of 
Sophocles and the Oineus of Earipides, and an 
introduction in trochaic tetrameters toa gncmic 
poem forwhich the authorship of Epicharmus 
was expressly claimed. ‘T'hore was also a frag- 
ment of Philemon, the contemporary of Me- 
nander, which was of special interest as coming 
from the play upon which Plautus based his 
Aulularia, Another series of comic fragments, 
tlie longest of which contained 68 consecutive 
lines, was probably by Menander himself; but 
the play was not identifiable. Fresh evidence 
on the difficult subject of Greek music was 
provided by a fragment of a discourse bya 
very early author, who must be older than 
Aristoxenus, sinca the system of harmony 
which he used had almost disappeared in 
‘Aristoxenus’s time. Professor’ Blass, who, as 
usual, had been assisting thom in editing the 
‘literary fragments, assigned the discourse with 
“much probability to Hippias of Elis, the con- 
temporary of Socrates, who gave his name to 
two of the Platonic dialogues. Greek oratory 
was represented by several fragments of the 
speech of Lysias against Theozotides, of which 
only the title was hitherto known. The oration 
was on publio affairs, being on attack on cer 
tain measures which Theozotides had carried 
in the Athenian Assembly. Philosophy was 
represented by a fragment which was probsbly 
to be assigned to Theophrastus, the successor 
of Aristotle ; the aubject of it was a discussion 
of the atomic theory of the universe propound- 
ed by Democritus, especially with regard to 
the constitution of the sea. Coming to frag- 
ments of extant claes‘cal authors, there were 
pieces of Euripides’s Alcestis, Iphigenia in 
‘Tauris, and Electra, the variants in which 
were particularly interesting on account of the 
interval of 15 or 16 centuries which separated 
these papyri from the medieval manuscripts. 
The longest of the literary pieces consisted of 
800 lines from the so-called treatise on rhetoric 
addressed to Alexander, which was at an 
early period regarded as the work of Aristo- 
tle, but was now generally assigned to 
Anaximenes. As might be expected from the 
great antiquity of this manuscript, which was 
written within a centary of the composition 
of the treatise, the papyrus cleared up a good 
many difficult points in the text, and inci- 
dentally went farther than papyri generally 
do. towards verifying modern conjectures, 
While Homeric pspyri of the Roman period 
did little but confirm the ordinary or vulgate 
text, that was not the case with the early 
Ptolemaic Homer fragments, of which one was 
published by Dr. Mahaffy, three by Dr: Hunt 
and himself in Greek Papyri, Series IJ.,” and 
one by M. ‘Nicole. Phese exhibited very serious 
divergences from the valgate, especially in 
the insertion of new lings, The problem raised 
by the discovery of those fragments, how tar 
the Homeric valgate existed in its present 
form and was in general circulation before the 
second centary B.C., was hotly discussed some 
years ago. Hence the discovery at Bibeh of 
several early Ptolemaic fragments from eight 
books of the Hiad and of the Odyssey 
made a welcome addition to the stock of 
evidence. ‘These new papyri exhibited the 
same degree of divergence from the val- 
gate as their prédecessors. Turnirg to the non- 
literary documents, the first place was claimed 
by a long papyrus containing an:astronomical 
calendar for Sais in about 2.c.’8C0, prefaced 
by an introdection explaining the rrinciples 
on which the work- was composed. ‘Ihe otber 
non-literary papyri mpcties of cffivial and 
private ce, reports, contracts of 
various kinds, legal Dieaainta tax receipts, 
accounts, and soon. The Hibeh papyri threw 
fresh light on the difficult problems caused by 
the use in tho third centory ».c. of different 
kinds cf years :—(1) the Egyptian vegre year 
_ of 865 days, with no intercalation ; (2) the 
Macedonian year of probably 354 days, with a 
very complicated and irregular system of inter- 
oslation ; and (3) the years of the reigning 
Sovereign, calculated probably frm the day

Oxyrhynchns for tho last time. The present 
generation had seen the rise of Egypt to the 
forefront asa unique field for recovering the 
lost Greek classics! avd early Christian litera- 
tore. It had witnessed the discovery of those 
immense masses of Greek papyri which were 
makingour know'ege of the political, economio, 
andsocial lifeof Ptolemaic and Roman Egypt far 
more detailed and complete than was the care 
with any portion of the ancient world:As was 
remarked to him two years ago by the great 
historisn,-Mommsen, a few weeks before his 
death, the place in the study of history and 
archivology which had been occupied daring. 
the 19th centary by Greek insoriptions would 
be taken in the 20th by Greek papyri, that 
study of which Mommsen was among the firat 
to herald the importance, thongh, as he said 
sadly, it had come too late for him. Hitherto, 
in the domain of Greek papyri, the larger por- 
tion of the spoil had fallen -to Eagland, and 
the publications of Dr. Kenyon, Dr. Mahaffy, 
aud Profeeaor Smyly, together with those of 
Dr. Hant and himself, had made England pre- 
eminent in this department of archeology. He 
woald, therefore, ask all who cared for antiquity 
this question, “Do you wish the pre-eminence 
of this country to be maintained, or are you 
content that for lack of fands the work of 
English archivologists should be stopped, and 
the eupply of papyri henceforth diverted to 
the Continent ? ” 

At the conclusion of Dr. Grenfeli’s address 
the president said it seemed hardly necessary 
for him to ask the meeting to give a hearty 
vote of thanks to, Professor Petrie and Dr. 
Grevfell fur the excellent reports they had 
presented. With regard to Professor Petrie’s 
“farewell,” he trusted that was only of a tem- 
porary character, as the arrangement between 
him and the Fand wes only suspended for a 
time: (Applause). As to Dr. Grenfell and Dr. 
Hunt, the committee were grateful to them for 
the self-sacrificing way in which they had 
worked for the Fand, not only in Egypt, but 
also at home. They wished them a hearty 
send-off, and hoped they would return to 
England next year laden with spoil. 

A resolation of thanks to Professor Petrie 
and Dr. Grenfell for their reports was unani- 
mously adopted. 

Jadge Bayliss proposed ‘That this meeting 
tenders to Sir John Evans very cordial thanks 
for his addre3s to-day and for his services as 
President of the Egypt Exploration Fand since 
April, 1899,” and in doing eo he paida warm 
tribute to the, valuable work SirJohn had done 
for the Fond. By his kindness and courtesy he 
had endeared himself to all with whom he had 
beén brought in contact. He pointed out that 
though Sir John was resigning his position as 
President, they still hoped to retain his valua- 
ble assistance and counsel. 

Mr. J. 8. Cotton seconded tlie resolution. 
The President, he said, had greatly assisted 
him in his duties ag hon. secretary by under- 
taking work he (Mr. Cotton) wonld have been 
glad fo do. (Laughter and applause). Sir 
John’s knowledge of business and his know- 
ledge of men had been valuable assets to them 
in carrying on the work of the organisation. 
His masterful energy and his strength of will 
had on various occasions helped the committee 
oat of difficulties. It was impossible but that 
their thanks should be mingled with regret that 
he was giving up the position he had so ably 
occupied, but they were consoled with the 
knowledge that they were not finally parting 
with him (hear, hear) for he would remain a 
member of the committee. The next few months 
might be an avxious time, and they were glad 
they would have Sir John’s presence to guide 
them. The resolution was heartily carried. 

The President made a brief response, and 
expressed his regret that circumstances com- 
pelléd “him to relinquish the presidency.

(From our CorRESPONDENT). 


Paris, November 16. 


M. Rouvier’s shofiling of the Ministerial 
pack, in consequence of the resignation of M. 
Berteanx, isa striking proof of the power of 
the Radicals and Socialists, and of the de- 
pendence of the Prime Minister opon them. 
M: Berteaux is succeeded at the War Office 
by M. Etienne, from’ the Interior. That is, it 
itself, not a bad appointment, for M. Etiont, 
is an able and vigorous man, who may be 
trosted to mind his business and not to leave 
the army tothe mercy of the anti-patriots: 
His vacant placa at the Ministry ot the In- 
terior is, however, taken by M. Dubief, the 
Minister of Commerce, who is one of the 
leading ' Radical: Socialists, That means that 
M. Rouvier has satisfied the advanced parties 
that the whole forces of “l’Administration” 
will be brought to bear in their support at the 
General Election a few months hence—no 
small advantage in a country wheré dynasties 
disappear and Republicanism succeeds Royalty, 
but the principle that it is the business of the 
party in power to “make” elections is immut- 
able and eternal. On the whole, then, if the 
army gains something by the transfer of M. 
Etienne, the country loses, for the change is 
likely to make for the success of the party 
which has done France no good in the past 
and may do her even less ia the fatare. 


It is usefal to enquire in what sense the 
country ia likely to tarn at the elections. I have 
come it contact with the principal official at 
one of the great Ministries, who has been 

good enongh to furnish me with his own views, 
based on private reporta,as to the way in which 
the country will deliver jadgment. ‘Prepare 
yourself,” he remarked, ‘for a Socialist victory 
at the next elections. Ido not say that they 
will beinan absolute majority,but I do believe 
that their nombers will be largely increased in 
the Chamber. As they are extraordinarily active 
and the other groups more or less inert, thoy 
will certainly force the Government to give 
* them at least half the seata in the Cabinet. 
Then we shall seo a little Socialist legislation. 
. The railways and the mines will be nationalis- 
ed, as algo all the means of inter-communica- 
tion. We shall certainly have the income tax.” 

“And the teachers, how would they behave 
in such circumstances ? 

“They will combine against the Government 
and it will be avarcby. I sappose their example 
will be followed by the soldiers and the post 
men and all classes of Government employés. 
WhatI am afraid of in the immediate fatare 
is some’: very serious social disturbance. You 
know fhat in mechanics if you have too great a 
preszure on your boiler there is an explosion. 
Eh, bien, the bulk of the sensiblé are being 
equeezed by Socialism. Presently there will be 
an explosion.” re

The appointment of M. Angegnenr! as Go- 
verner of Madagascar has now been cficially 
annonnced, and he will leave ina fortnight's 
time to take up his new duties. The appoint- 

, ment would be void of interest except for 
those in M. Anugagnenr's—inmediate circle, 
wore it not for the fact that the new Gover- 
nor was formerly Mayor of Lyons, where he 
was known as an advanced’ Socialist. His 
nomination iz, therefore, something of an ex- 
periment, but it is understood that he realises 
that Socialism is a theory for home use only, 
and not for exportation. But M. Augagneur 
has already studied the island he is to role, 
and has evolved a programme for the benefit 
of the Malagasy. He intends to signalire his 
arrival by making a reduction of £60,000 ip 
the Budget for next year, and by cutting down 
taxation to that extent. It is to be hoped 
that he will find it as easy to do this in reality, 
ashe has in anticipation, and it is all the 
more creditable to him that in spite of his 
Socialistic past, he proposes to do this without 
lessening the military expenditure. Madagas- 
car is'a poor and eparsely populated country, 
aod economy cf administration is one of its 
greatest needs. It-is so much to the good 
that M. Augagneuor sees this, but his idea, 
which is that in a few years’ time the Hovas 
will have been turned into Frenchmen, is by 
no means 80 hopeful. M. Augagneur is a 
capable man, ard if he leaves hia theories 
at home he may do’well, but at any rate the 
experiment of sending a Socialist to govern ap 
African island in successiin to a soldier ard 
organiser is one to which it will be worth 
while paying some attention.

“Revue des Deax Mondes.” He tells us frankly 
enough how his compatriots, lulled to sleep by 
the Raasian alliance, which was, in fact, a 
token of their acquiescence in the loss of 
Alsace and Lorraine, had entirely forgotten 
the Terrible Year, and had come to regard the 
spectre of Bismarck as an antiquated bogey. 
Then came the sudden awakening cansed by 
the shaking of the maHed fist over Morocco, 
and an astonishment as great, he says, as if 
plesiogaurus and pterodactyl had reappeared in 
the Bois de Boulogne.. While this was going 
on, the distinguished man of letters who stood 
godfather to the firat Russian novels in France 
slipped off to Germany for a little exploration 
on his own account, and now gives us his 
impressions. 


Avoiding Berlin, he stack to Cologne, 
Monster, and the Hanse towns, and found 
himself moved, not.to say scared, by the 
evidence of Germany’s might that he saw on 
all sides. The Westphalian plain which he 
remembered on his Isst visit a quarter of a 
century ago as filled with wretched-looking 
farms is now a mere chimney-stack, and he 
notes with astonishment that the sad-looking 
Prussian peasant has almost entirely disap- 
peared. ‘In his stead, is found an alert and 
ekilfal factory hand : well-to-do—though about 
this there may be doubts— disciplined, and, 
above all, what our American cousins call a 
“hustler.” All this he attributes, first of all to 
the war, which, according to him, awoke in 
Germany the conrciousness of her own power, 
and next to the omnipresent energy of the 
Kaiser. ‘'C’est le pas de l’'Emperenr !” was the 
excase made to him by his guides for walking 
fast. Hamburg, Bremerhaven, and Kiel, in 
particular, strack him as perfect human ant- 
hills, ard he notes in especial that the 
churches into which he went were as well filed 
with men as with women. ‘Training, organisa- 
tion, and unresting preparation he found every- 
where. Reading between the lines of his well- 
turned phrases, it is easy to see in this a 
warning to his compatriots not to provoke a 
nation so ostentatiously well-prepared, and the 
lesgon might well crores the Channel. 


France at last feels herself sare ot Algeria. 
Whether the ongerstanding with England has 
contribated to this result oan only be vaguely 
copjectured, but the fact remains, that Algeria, 
which has hithsrto been nothing bat a great 
military dependency held by the sword, is 
undergoing a great transformation. The mili- 
tary system is to be entirely abolished every- 
where, and is to ba replaced by ordinary me- 
thods of civil government. The separate 
boreang, or departments for the administration 
of native sffaira, are also to be suppressed, and 
there is to be one body of general law and 
administration for European and Arab alike, 
the Arab custom and Moslem religious obliga- 
tion will, of course, be taken into account by 
the courts. 


According to Dr. Jacques Bertillon, French 
vital statistics for 1904 show a continued 
decrease in, the birth-rate. The nomber of 
births is only 818,000, or 142,000 less than in 
the year following the Franoo-German War. 
The excess of births over deaths during the 
year is only 57,000. At the same time, the 
nomber of marriages shows a slight increase.
